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Important Notice To Taxpayers 


All Taxpayers should read the following and comply 
with it. Section 36, Chapter 92, Revised Statutes of Maine, 
1954. 


Before making an assessment, the assessors shall give 
reasonable notice in writing to the inhabitants, by posting 
notification in writing in some public place in town, or 
shall notify them, in such other ways as the town at its 
annual meeting directs, to make and bring in to them true 
and perfect lists of their estates, real and personal, not 
by law exempt from taxation, of which they were posses- 
sed on the first day of April of the same year. If any 
resident owner after being reasonably requested thereto 
by the assessors, does not bring in such list, he is barred 
of his right to make application to the assessors or the 
county commissioners for any abatement of his taxes, 
unless he offers such list with his application and satisfies 
them that he was unable to offer it at the time appointed. 
The request upon non-resident owners may be proved by 
a notice sent by mail directed to the last known address 
of the Taxpayer or given by any other method that brings 
notice to the Taxpayer.

Report of Town Manager 


HIGHWAYS: 


General maintenance and building were done on the 
town roads last summer and fall. There is still a great 
deal to be done on our roads but of course our funds are 
limited. 


Town Road Improvement Funds were used on the 
Ireland road this year and the road was completed to the 
White Schoolhouse corner. Winter roads have been rela- 
tively easy to care for so far this winter but we have used 
a large amount of sand from our stockpile. 


The new municipal garage, located at the old pea 
viner station, was constructed last summer by M. D. 
Hardy Inc. of Bangor. This building of all steel construc- 
tion, manufactured by Armco, is 50 feet wide, 114 feet 
8 inches long and 14 feet to the eaves. There are seven 
bays, two of which are used for the school buses and the 
other five are used for highway equipment. The contract 
for the garage was $21,542.00 which included the building 
erected on a six inch reenforced haunched concrete slab 
with seven 12’ x 12’ wood overhead doors with two rows 
of glass in each door, fourteen light panels in the roof, 
two 3’ x 7’ doors, one located at each end of the building, 
and two 10’ ventilators, and completely insulated. The 
highway crew has sheathed the inside walls with plywood, 
wired the building, using conduit throughout. The furnace, 
a forced hot air unit, was installed by Phillip Mosley, of 
Dexter, and has proven very satisfactory. 


I wish to take this opportunity to express my thanks 
to the Eastland Woolen Mill for their generous donation 
and to the Snowflake Canning Co. for the three acres of

land with buildings, where the new municipal garage is 
now located. If it had not been for their great generosity 
it would not have been possible to have such a nice 
building. 

I wish that all interested citizens would visit the new 
garage. We have had several compliments on the build- 
ing and I know the highway crew really appreciate it 
after working under the conditions they have for several 
years. 


HEALTH AND SANITATION: 

I am sorry to report that Miss Mary C. Hayes, R.N., 
who has been our health nurse for several years, will no 
longer be with us. Miss Hayes has been very helpful with 
the many problems we have had and a very dear friend 
to both young and old. We are very sorry she can no 
longer serve as our health nurse and know she will be 
greatly missed. 


The monies appropriated this year and those carried 
from last were not used on sewer construction. I had 
difficulty in finding time and needed equipment to do this 
work last year. The monies have been carried and the 
work will be done this coming year. 


RELIEF: 

Relief costs ran about double this year over last. We 
have had more cases on relief this year than in any year 
since I have served as town manager. We have benefited 
a great deal from the surplus foods donated by the govern- 
ment. These foods are given to persons who are eligible 
and consist of the following: flour, butter, dry beans, 
cheese, lard, rolled oats, powdered milk, powdered eggs, 
peanut butter, corn meal, and canned meat, when they are 
available. 


Again I want to thank the town officials and employees 
for their excellent cooperation they have given me this 
year.

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Report of Public Health Nurse 


Maine Department of Health and Welfare 
Division of Public Health Nursing, Bureau of Health 


Annual Report of Public Health Nursing Services in 
Corinna for the year 1961 


The general purpose of public health nursing is to help 
people and the community as a whole to achieve and main- 
tain optimal health. Your public health nurse carries 
out this purpose by giving preventive, therapeutic, and 
rehabilitative services to individuals and families in their 
homes; through health services in schools; and through 
organized community programs for prevention of illness 
and promotion of health. 


A summary of public health nursing services given in 
the town of Corinna during the year 1961 follows: 


A series of 4 Child Health Conferences was held dur- 
ing the spring with a total attendance of 64 infants and 
preschool children. The local physician gave 43 medical 
health examinations. Eight children were immunized 
against smallpox, 28 against diphtheria and tetanus, 26 
against whooping cough and 17 against poliomyelitis. 


An immunization clinic was held in March and April 
at which time 56 children were immunized against small- 
pox, 77 against diphtheria and tetanus, 2 against whooping 
cough and 67 against poliomyelitis. 


In the school health program hearing test with the 
audiometer were given to 214 children in selected grades. 
Medical examinations were given in the Spring to 104 
children in the ist, 3rd, 5th and 9th grades. Fifty-seven 
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parents were present at these examinations. In the Fall 
86 children were examined in the Ist, 3rd and 5th grades 
with 64 parents present. Thirty-one 9th grade students 
were examined at this time. 


A major area of your public health nurse’s work in- 
volved home visits. Time was spent in guiding and coun- 
selling individuals and families, some of whom have 
multi-problems involving physical, mental, emotional, 
economical and social conditions. Visits were made to 
expectant mothers, infants, preschool and school children. 
The adult case load is increased, partly because patients 
are discharged earlier from hospitals and the increased 
number of people in the older age group with accom- 
panying prevalence of chronic illnesses. 


Your public health nurse wishes to thank the Health 
Council members and townspeople who so willingly and 
generously gave of their time to the Public Health 
Program.

Librarian’s Report 


To the Trustees of the Stewart Free Library: 


I hereby submit the annual report of the Stewart 
Free Library for the year 1961. 


The Library has been open 105 days. The total cir- 
culation during that time was 7121 books, with an average 
attendance of 68 books. We have purchased 208 new books, 
have received 50 books as gifts and 2 as Book Club bonus 
books. 


We have 39 periodicals on our list. The accession book 
shows 14,323 volumes. We have sold old books for $81.84 
which amount has been added to our book fund. Number 
of worn out and discarded volumes - 141.

Report of Swim Front Committee 


We are pleased to submit our first report of the Corinna 
swimming program. During the winter of 1959-1960 the 
Amicus Club organized a Community Council representing 
all organizations of the town with the objective of civic 
improvements. As a result, a committee was appointed 
to investigate the feasibility of constructing a swimming 
area for the children. Through the courtesy of Mr. Louis 
Striar, the Eastland Woolen Co. offered us the use of the 
land at Southard’s Mills. We raised the money by public 
subscription and paid approximately $600.00 to have the 
muck bulldozed and sand hauled to make a beach. Due 
to the lateness of the season and the low water level, no 
attempt was made towards an organized program that 
year. 


Work in 1960 included clearing the bushes, filling the 
old cellar hole and well, grading and seeding the area, 
constructing two outdoor toilets, a bicycle rack and two 
picnic tables, a wharf, a line of floats marking the deep 
water and erecting a fence. 


The work in 1961 consisted in erecting a bath house. 
Lumber for this was furnished by Everett Metevier and 
sawed by Donald Lindsay. All labor was donated. 
Materials was donated by Wirthmore Feed, Porter’s Drug 
Store, Eastland Woolen Co., The Great Northern Paper 
Co., and many individuals. A tag day was held to help 
raise money to assist in the work. The Snowflake Co. 
donated the use of the pump house for a second bath 
house. A boat and life preserver were purchased. A 
width of the upper beach was seeded in the fall to prevent 
erosion. The driveway was graveled, highway caution 
signs erected, and a parking area graded. We now feel 
that we have all the major facilities that are necessary. 
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In 1961 the town appropriated the funds for an organ- 
ized program of instruction and guard duty. This lasted 
for eight weeks and was supervised by Miss Bonnie Blake 
of Dexter. The committee feels that we were very fortu- 
nate in being able to secure Miss Blake’s services for 
our first year and that it was due to her leadership that 
the program was the success that it was. 


We ask the town to vote the appropriation again in 
1962 so that we can continue the program of supervised 
instruction and safety.

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Report of Swim Front Supervisor 


The first year of organized swimming instruction in 
the Town of Corinna was very successful. The program 
opened on June 28th and continued for eight and one half 
weeks. Approximately 200 children registered. Anyone 
who visited the area could see the rapid progress made 
by all of the children. 


Of the 127 children who started in the beginners’ 
classes 66 passed to the next class of advance beginners, 
and of these there were 43 who passed on to the inter- 
mediates who took their final tests, 19 passed to enter the 
swimmers’ class next year. Of the 15 swimmers who 
took their test 12 passed and are eligible to take Junior 
Life Saving next year. 


John Wilbur, Terry Dearborn and Tony Dearborn 
passed the Junior Life Saving and Donna Sorrentino 
passed the Senior Life Saving. John Wilbur and Terry 
Dearborn also passed the Water Safety Aide Course and 
assisted at the instruction classes and acting as life 
guards. It is hoped that they will serve as volunteer 
assistants next year. 


Our biggest handicap was the cold, rainy weather 
during the entire summer. Not only did it reduce atten- 
dance but also caused the length of many classes to be cut 
short. On August 27th we held our final exhibition and 
awarding of certificates and prizes, which was enjoyed 
by a very large attendance of parents and friends. All 
instruction, and tests was under the American Red Cross 
program. 


It was indeed a pleasure for me to have spent my sum- 
mer as your first supervisor. I enjoyed working with the 
children and made many new friends among the parents. 
I wish to thank the committee for the fine cooperation 
shown me. My every wish was anticipated and granted 
without my even having to ask.

Last year’s prediction that the enrollment would be 
somewhat less at the Eastland School this year has proven 
accurate. At the present time there are 285 enrolled, 
whereas last year there were 316 at this school. Over the 
past five years the number entering the sub-primary grade 
has varied from a high of 59 in 1958 to a low of 36 in 1960. 
Forty are presently enrolled. Next year we expect little 
change in the total elementary enrollment. At the Gram- 
mar School it should be nearly the same as now, with 
thirty-three leaving grade eight and thirty-five to enter 
grade seven. 


Again we have various changes in the staff at our 
schools. Mrs. Lancy Christie of Newport now teaches 
mathematics and social studies classes at the Grammar 
School. Mrs. Charlotte Johnson divides her teaching time 
between the two elementary schools, relieving both prin- 
cipals of a portion of their teaching duties. This arrange- 
ment allows both Mr. Doyon and Mr. Robinson to devote 
more time to administrative and supervisory work, and 
adds to the total efficiency of the entire system. Mrs. 
Johnson also works with small reading groups at both 
schools, providing added instruction where needed. Re- 
cently invited to spend some time with us, in an advisory 
capacity, concerned with this program, were Mr. Ray 
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Cook, Chief of the Bureau of Elementary Education and 
Supervision, and Mrs. Villa Quinn, elementary supervisor, 
both from the State Department of Education. The read- 
ing supervisor in the Brunswick schools, Mrs. Constance 
Green, has kindly consented to spend a day with us in 
March, to work primarily with Mrs. Johnson on this 
program. During Mrs. Morin’s leave-of-absence the first 
part of the present school year, we were fortunate in 
having Mrs. Marion Taylor of Newport and then Mrs. 
Pamelia Burrill teaching at the Grammar School. 


We have also had changes at the Eastland School. 
Replacing Mrs. Page, who now teaches at Dexter, is Mrs. 
Joyce Daily of Pittsfield. We have had a difficult task in 
replacing Miss Gladys Patterson, who after several years 
at the Eastland School now is teaching at Newport. Mrs. 
Gweneth Smith teaches a grade one and two combination 
at this school. Early last fall it became necessary for 
Mrs. Sheila Gilman to resign because of ill health. 
Throughout these changes, we are thankful to have had 
the services of some excellent substitute teachers. At the 
Academy, Mrs. Barbara Bergen consented to teach the 
first semester, and has since been replaced by Mr. Harold 
Moore, of Ellsworth, who has had four years of teaching 
experience, and was previously studying for his master’s 
degree at the University of Maine. It has been gratifying 
to secure the replacements that we have. 


During the latter part of last November we were 
greatly saddened at the sudden loss of Ralph Pomroy. 
During the years that he cared for the Eastland School 
he had become known by his many friends for his diligent 
work and his sincere interest in the schools. Ralph is 
greatly missed. Taking over these duties and devoting 
his efforts to continued good maintenance is Paul Perkins. 
Following the resignation of Clair Hutchins from similar 
duties at the Grammar School, Loren Bolstridge accepted 
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this position. Our buildings are well cared for, and local 
citizens should be proud of them. 


Education takes the greatest part of the taxpayer’s 
dollar. With regular costs rising rapidly, it becomes 
more and more difficult to give consideration to any 
changes or additions that might mean even greater ex- 
penditure. We must retain good teachers; an effective 
program depends on them, and they are in great demand. 
Merely to maintain our present program will increase 
costs considerably. However, a considerable overdraft 
accounts for part of this increase. We realize well such 
a rapid rise in costs, and are determined that the services 
performed by the schools shall be carried out as efficiently 
and as thoroughly as possible. 


I have been grateful for the fine attitude and coopera- 
tion shown by the principals, teachers, and all other school 
personnel over the past year, and furthermore wish to 
thank local officials and the superintending school com- 
mittee for their strong support of a growing educational 
program.

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Principal’s Report 


CORINNA UNION ACADEMY 


To the Superintendent, Board of Trustees, School Com- 
mittee, and Citizens of Corinna: 


Herewith, I submit the annual Principal’s Report of 
Corinna Union Academy. 


As of September, 1961, 125 students registered at 
Corinna Union Academy. Currently 118 students are 
enrolled, the reduction being caused mainly by transfers. 


Recently hired to fill the vacancy of Mrs. Barbara 
Bergen was Mr. Harold Moore, a native of Ellsworth. 
Mr. Moore has taught previously at Brooklyn and Brooks- 
ville, Maine. He recently returned to teaching after hav- 
ing spent the first semester at the University of Maine 
working on his master’s degree. 


Recent additions to the academy are as follows: 


1. Flood lights to illuminate the rear of the building 
at night. 


2. Enclosure of the open stairways to comply with 
state fire regulations. 


3. A new fire escape, leading from the auditorium 
to the ground. 


4. Renovations in the laboratory and the boys’ and 
girls’ rest rooms. 


5. A new room of desks, ordered for Mr. Barker’s 
room, which will be arriving soon. 


I am sure that you are all aware of the revolution 
taking place in public school education. The pressures 
of the space age has focused much more attention on the 
public schools. This is good in many ways. A community 
should be aware of what is going on in its schools. A 
school should reflect the wants and desires of the com- 
munity. A school is no better than what the community 
wants and is willing to support. Our school is endeavoring 
to give the type of academic background that we feel is 
necessary in order for our students to compete in the 
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society of the future. This, I feel anyway, is what the 
community wants. I feel that in our College and Com- 
mercial courses we are adequately meeting accepted 
standards. This does not mean that we are content with 
the status quo, however. We are constantly searching 
to find ways of improvements. I do feel a definite lack of 
accomplishment with the general course students. In this 
area we definitely need a vocational program if we are 
going to fulfill the general purpose and aims of American 
Education, and that is meeting the needs of the individual. 
I feel that an industrial arts program is badly needed to 
help accomplish this aim. 


I am truly sincere when I say that I feel that the 
faculty of Corinna Academy is doing a good job. They 
are competent and have the interest of the students at 
heart. They are endeavoring to give as good an education 
as they can to your children. A school, as you people 
well know, should be the focal point in any community. 
It must have close cooperation with the community and 
the confidence of the community. Both the school and the 
community have to know and appreciate each other’s 
problems. Only cooperation and understanding will make 
a school good. No school system, regardless of the com- 
petence of the faculty, can operate effectively and effici- 
ently without the respect and confidence of the parents 
and the community. Any school system needs this and 


must have this in order to do an effective job. If the school 
doesn’t enjoy confidence and respect, then changes should 
be made so that it will. 


Again I speak for all the faculty of Corinna Union 
Academy in saying that we wish for greater cooperation 
between the home and school. Please feel free to come in 
and talk over any problems, complaints, and /or recom- 
mendations.

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Report of Director of Guidance 


To the Superintendent, Superintending School Committee, 
Trustees, and Citizens of Corinna, I hereby submit my 
annual report as the Director of Guidance in the 
Corinna schools. 


The basic testing program in the grades and Academy 
was changed this year. In the past a number of different 
tests have been tried out with considerable success. In 
holding to a policy of changing our program when neces- 
sary to keep abreast of modern measures of ability and 
achievement, a new test series has been adopted. The 
School and College Ability Test was given to grades 4, 
6, 9. This test was adapted from the National Guidance 
Testing Program of Educational Testing Service. One of 
the main features which made it a more outstanding test 
than previous tests is that it facilitates careful evaluation 
of results by students and parents and others who are not 
trained in test interpretation. 


This year we introduced into our testing program 
The Preliminary Scholastic Aptitude Test for college 
bound juniors. In the past juniors have had to pay four 
dollars for the three hour version of the Scholastic Apti- 
tude Test which they took in Bangor. The new test gives 
us the same results for one dollar and we can administer 
it in our own schools. The test in itself is a guide to 
students in picking the level of college to strive for. 


At this date I have had at least one personal inter- 
view with 98% of the Academy students. These interviews, 
as many of you know, are necessary in order to insure 
that the many educational problems which do not lend 
themselves to the class room can be solved. In the 
months ahead, Pre-Registration will be carried out at 
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the grammar school for the entering freshmen. At this 
time I shall talk with all the eighth graders and their 
teachers in trying to help them select a realistic course of 
study at the Academy. 


For the size of our school, the number of people who 
will go on to post-secondary training is above average 
this year. However, the student who doesn’t intend to 
go on to school and has a mechanical rather than an 
academic interest is at a disadvantage here at Corinna, 
primarily because there is no provision made for this 
student such as an industrial arts course. 


For me this past year has proven to be one of greater 
experience and satisfaction in working with the school, 
the townspeople, and the school authorities. My sincere 
appreciation to those who have helped to make our schools 
better.

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COMMENTS 


Cash on hand was verified by physical count and that 
on deposit by reconciliation of statement received from 
the depositary bank, the Newport Trust Company, New- 
port, Maine. 


It was ascertained that all receipts had been promptly 
deposited and correctly distributed. All disbursements 
had been made by check upon properly prepared warrants 
issued and approved by the selectmen. 


Records maintained by the assessors were examined 
in sufficient detail to satisfy me that all records pertinent 
to property valuation, and assessment were correct. 


The commitment to the collector had been properly 
prepared, and collections were tested in detail. The com- 
mitment was accounted for in full either by cash collec- 
tions, abatements and discounts, or are yet outstanding 
on the records of the collector. A complete detail of the 
unpaid taxes at February 1, 1962 is shown in schedule a-1 
of this report of audit. 


All unpaid tax liens were examined and were found 
on file in the office of the treasurer. Transfers to the tax 
acquired property had been made upon expiration of tax 
lien redemption period. Schedule of the unpaid tax liens 
at February 1, 1962 is reflected in this report of audit 
as schedule a-2, and schedule a-3 shows detail of the tax 
acquired properties as of the same date. Direct confirma- 
tions were utilized to the extent considered necessary in 
the circumstances. 


Schedule a-4 reflects amounts due the town as at 
February 1, 1962 from various governmental agencies for 
amounts advanced for charity cases. 
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Deferred appropriations at February 1, 1962 amount 
to $12,638.75, which is offset by notes payable in like 
amount. 


Unappropriated surplus decreased in the amount of 
$16,763.99. The major factor contributing to this decrease 
was the appropriation of the town for the construction of 
a town garage of $23,500.00. Exhibit ‘‘B’’ of this report 
of audit reflects in detail an analysis of the changes in 


this account.
